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MANILA MEN’S MEETING. 


The Price Committee of the Proposed 
Association Meets in New York. 


The Question of Raising Prices as Well as Making a Uniform 
Figure on All Grades of Manila and Fibre Papers Discussed 
—No Definite Action Taken When Meeting Adjourned. 





The price committee of the proposed Manila and Fibre Asso- 
ciation, under the Parks pooling plan, met at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Tuesday of this week to consider the question of 
advancing prices on all grades of manila and fibre papers. 
Although the association has not been completed as yet, the 
work of accomplishing the desired result has been placed in 
the hands of specially designated committees composed of 
members who are already enrolled and of which the above 
committee is a part. According to recent reports, the asso- 
ciation has every prospect of being a success, and it is claimed 
that ninety per cent. of all the manufacturers are now repre- 
sented, while from other souces it is learned that the scheme 
is dying a natural death and that it will only be a short time 
until it will be a thing of the past. 

At any rate, Mr. Parks called this meeting of the price com- 
mittee, as he believed it time to consider the question of 
advanced prices before the fall demand set in. This com- 
mittee is composed of six members selected by Mr. Parks. 
No definite information could be ascertained in regard to the 
outcome of this conference, but it may be safely said that no 
final action was taken with reference to raising prices, as it 
seems the main difficulty lies in the fact that no agreement 
can be reached until a uniform price has been agreed upon by 
the committee. 

No solution as yet has been found for this problem, which 
seems insurmountable. There are so many various grades of 
paper to be considered that it does not appear possible to 
secure a uniform price on all grades, and until this has been 
accomplished, the chances of an advance are not very promis- 
ing. A raise of from three to five dollars per ton was con- 
sidered at the meeting, and when the advance is made, it will 
probably be within these figures. It was said after the con- 
ference that prices may not be advanced until January 1, as 
it may take some time to agree upon a uniform price. 

Mr. Parks, under whose guidance this scheme is being 
worked out, was present as general adviser. His plan is noth- 
ing more than that a uniform price be agreed upoa, and then 
every member of the association submit a duplicate bill of all 
sales for the detection of violations of the agreement. 


Water Restrictions On at Holyoke. 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) | 
Hotyoxke, Mass., August 21, 1906.—The Holyoke Water Power 
Company to-night issued restrictions limiting the mills to the 
use of 25 per cent. surplus water in place of the restrictions 








of 50 per cent. surplus which were put in force the latter part of 
last week. 

The company stated this evening that the outlook was very 
unfavorable and that the water in the river was quite low. 
The conditions, however, are not alarming, as it has been 
necessary during many years to issue restrictions in August, 
but the fact that with each year the river goes low is not en- 
couraging to manufacturers. The cutting-off of the forests to 
the north has had much to do with the flow of the river, which 
is not believed to be as satisfactory at the present time as some 
years ago. 

The mills have all been compelled to resort to the use of 
steam, but the trouble is not as serious as it would be if 
orders were somewhat more brisk, as manufacturers can con- 
vame a longer time in filling orders. 

The water power company expects no relief from present 
conditions until there has been a long period of rain, which is 
not promised immediately. Ferry. 


Mill of Ypsilanti Paper Co. Burned. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

YpsILantI, Mich., August 20, 1906.—The paper mill, just above 
Ypsilanti, on the Huron river, owned by the Cornwell family, 
was destroyed by fire on Wednesday of last week. Only the 
finishing room and the boiler room were saved. The plant 
cost about $200,000, and was insured for $100 000. 

The fire, of unknown origin, was discovered in the wood room, 
where the timber is converted into pulp. The Ypsilanti fire bri- 
gade responded to the alarm, but the mill was three miles be- 
yond the city limits and the fire got too good a start. 

The Cornwell family have had a run of ill luck for many years. 
Cornelius Cornwell, grandfather of the present owners of the 
mill, established seven or eight paper mills on the Huron river. 
They have all met some unfortunate end, mostly by fire. This 
mill was the last one in operation. A few years ago the boiler in 
this mill blew up, causing a heavy loss. Then the dam was car- 
ried away by a freshet, requiring an expenditure of $15,000 to 
replace it. 

Mrs. Edward Cornwell a few days ago narrowly escaped death 
by a gas explosion in her new home. She lighted a match when 
she detected the odor of escaping gas. Her husband was man- 
ager of the mill. Other brothers financially interested in the 
plant are Bert and Lloyd Cornwell, also of this city. 


Cady Bankruptcy Case Ended. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cuicaco, Ill., August 20, 1906.—Judge Bethea in the United 
States District Court, entered an order, August 16, that the 
receiver for E. Cady & Co. turn over the property to the bank- 
rupt. That practically disposes of the case so far as the bank- 
ruptcy court is concerned. The recommendation of the referee 
in bankruptcy that a settlement be made on a basis of 40 cents 
on the dollar was approved of on a previous day. Walter C. 
Gillett, president of the Chicago Paper Company, was the trustee 
for the creditors during the proceedings, and devoted a large 
amount of valuable time and effort to effecting the settlement.

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NO AGREEMENT IN SULPHITE. 


The Manufacturers Meet Again But Fail to Come Together on Any 
Definite Plan—The Parks Pooling Plan Considered—Other 
Meetings to Be Held—The Difficulties in the Way. 


At the suggestion of John H. Parks, the promoter, of 1 West 
Thirty-fourth street, New York, a number of sulphite manufac- 
turers met at Brighton Beach Hotel Thursday and Friday of 
last week to consider a pooling plan which was submitted to 
them by Mr. Parks. 

The plan as proposed by Mr. Parks at last week’s conference 
was that a new association be formed and that every manufac- 
turer should send a duplicate bill of all sales made at regular in- 
tervals to his office for inspection, and the detection of possible 
violations of the price agreement. This plan also provides for 
a system of heavy fines for those members found guilty of break- 
ing this agreement. According to reports this plan met with 
the approval of all those present. The next question to be taken 
up was the one in regard to the making of a higher and uniform 
price for their product. There was a lengthy discussion on this 
question and finally forty dollars per ton delivered was a@- 
vanced as a very reasonable figure. A number of the manufac- 
turers, it is said, seemed to think that this price was too low, 
pointing out that the margin of profit at this figure would not 
be very large. Several others even suggested a still higher 
price, but it seems that nothing came of these suggestions. Fol- 
lowing this an attempt was made to secure a unanimous vote on 
this question. 

Objection, however, was made to this. Others objected on 


the ground that they had contracts on their hands which would 
prevent them from making any changes at the present time. 

It is reported that fully eighty-five per cent. of all the manu- 
facturers in the United States and Canada were represented at 
the meeting. It is also said that the largest producers of both 
countries were present. After the question of prices was passed 
over the discussion continued for several hours on minor de- 
tails which were brought before the meeting for consideration, 
and when these had been disposed of the meeting was adjourned 
for a further consideration of the Parks pooling plan at a later 
date. 


To Build Acid-Making Machinery for Wisconsin Mill. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., August 20, 1906.—The Valley Iron Works 
Company, of this city, has recently received the contract with 
the Stebbins Engineering and Manufacturing Company for all 
the acid-making machinery for the new sulphite mill of the 
John Edwards Manufacturing Company, at Port Edwards, 
Wis., including a very large amount of bronze and lead cast- 
ings. The Valley people report their plant as being more 
crowded with work at present than at any previous time in 
its history. About half of the thirty-two beaters for the Bar- 
rett Manufacturing Company, of Peoria, are completed and 
ready for shipment, and the work is being pushed on the re- 
mainder. Fox River. 


Forest Fires Near Millinockett, Me. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 
Mitiinocket, Me., August 20, 1906.—Forest fires along the 
line of the Bangor & Aroostook Railroad are causing much 
damage. The largest fire has been raging three miles above 
this village, and has defied the efforts of half a hundred men 
to subdue it, but as a stream separates the burning section 
from Millinocket, no anxiety is felt regarding the safety of the 
village. Another force of laborers was called out last night to 


fight a fire in the woods near the paper mill at East Millinocket. 
On account of the dry condition of the undergrowth in the 
woods, the fires sweep along with great rapidity and are very 
difficult to control. 


MAY HAVE NO MARSH FLAG. 


The Plans for Draining the Swamps Near Syracuse, N. Y., for the 
Barge Canal May Obliterate the Supply of That Grass 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Crype, N. Y., August 21, 1906—The recent announcement 
made in the Paper TRADE JouRNAL of the formation of the Monte- 
zuma Fiber Company and the utilization of the marsh flag as 
material with which to turn out pulp for paper, is followed by 
another rather depressing rumor that the plans of the State 
Engineer and the State Barge Canal Commission call for drain- 
ing of nearly all the swamp land. If this is true it will prac- 
tically obliterate all the marsh flag and leave the Montezuma 
Company and the Solvay Process Company, which between them 
have purchased nearly 7,000 acres of the swamp land “high and 
dry.” According to the engineer’s plan, section five of the barge 
canal will begin at Mosquito Point and follow the river chan- 
nell through the Montezuma swamp for a distance of four miles. 
The Empire Construction Company, which is building this part 
of the canal, in examining the proposed route found a well defined 
channel, which, although it had not been dredged in nearly half 
a century, was not filled in to any great extent. It was found 
also that the present surface of the water is four feet higher 


than the surface of the proposed barge canal. The plans also 
provide that no lock shall be constructed between this locality 
and Sylvan Beach. Therefore the water level in the river sec- 
tion through the Montezuma marshes will be lowered four feet. 
If this is carried out it is thought it will be sufficient to prevent 
the overflow of the marsh lands in the spring or at other periods 
of high water. This new condition will result in the reclamation 
of land, now periodically and for a large portion of each year 


under water, and in addition other lands continually under water. 
A further condition that will aid in reclaiming this swamp land 
is that in dredging the river the excavated material will be de- 
posited on either side of the canal channel and create high banks 
similar to the levees along the banks of the Mississippi River 
which are erected to keep the river from overflowing during 


high water. Of course, if the marsh land is destroyed the marsh 


’ grass and flag will die off. Although this flag which covers 


some 20,000 acres of this marsh, has become a marketable value, 
raising the price of the land from $7 an acre to $60; the land 
when wholly reclaimed, if the above rumor becomes a fact, will, 
because of its natural great fertility and favorable location, prob- 
ably will appreciate to farm value of $100 to $150 an acre.

The E. P. Clark Book and Art Company, of Portland, Me., 
was incorporated last week, capitalized at $10,000, to do a pub- 
lishing business.

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THE IMPERIAL ASKS FOR TIME. 


The Embarrassment of the Imperial Paper Mills, Ltd., Results 
in an Appeal to the Company's Creditors for an Extension 
of Time in Which to Meet Its Obligations. 


According to reports the Imperial Paper Mills, Ltd., of Can- 
ada, located at Sturgeon Falls, Ontario, have requested their 
creditors not to press them for a short time so that they may 
have an opportunity of adjusting all claims. It appears that the 
management have had an uphill battle to fight for several years 
past. The mills have an output of forty-five tons of news per 
day. The unbleached sulphite production amounts to sixty tons 
per day, but this is manufactured by a separate corporation known 
as the Northern Sulphite Mills of Canada, Ltd., capitalized at 
about $500,000 and which, according to the prospectus of the 
company, is under lease to the Imperial at a rental and royalty 
of about $75,000 per year. 

There is about $1,500,000 worth of bonds outstanding, of which 
about $500,000 are prior liens at 6 per cent. and the balance of 
$1,000,000 pays 7 per cent. The fixed charges of the company 
amount to about $100,000 per year. There is also $1,000,000 of 
preferred and $2,000,000 common stock. A*meeting of the Eng- 
lish bond and stockholders will be held shortly at Sturgeon Falls 
to consider some plan of action. Mr. White, as the representa- 
tive of some English stockholders, accompanied by A. B. Craig, 
of London, a director in the company, are on their way to this 
side. It seems that the immediate cause of the trouble was the 
filing of two claims, one by the Dodge Mfg. Company and the 
other by Malloy Brothers. The amounts of these claims were 
$1,650 and $133 respectively. 

Three members of the board of directors, I. B. Hosford, L. G. 
McCarthy and H. F. Frinkman, resigned recently. The direc- 
tors of the company at present are as follows: A. B. Craig, 
London; John Craig, Sturgeon Falls, Ont.; I. B. Hosford, At- 
lantic Highlands, New Jersey; L. G. McCarthy, M. P., Toronto; 
H. F. Truman, London; W. R. Toxley, Reading, England. Will- 
iam Tait is secretary of the company and the London office is 
located at 62 London Wall, London, E. C. 

At a meeting of the creditors of the company, said to have 
been held in Montreal this week, it is said that bondholders 
representing $1,500,000 of the bonds were present, together with 
representatives of banks with claims amounting to $700,000 and 
merchandise creditors having claims of $70,000. The action of 
the meeting was not reported. 


BUILDING CHAMPION’S NEW MILL. 


Work on the Company's Paper Mill at Hamilton, O., Commenced 
Last Week—The Company Will Have an Immense Plant. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, O., August 21, 1906.—The actual construction work 
on the Champion Coated Paper Company’s magnificent new 
mill at Hamilton was started this week, and will be pushed to 
completion as rapidly as possible. 

Frank B. Gilbreth, of New York, who has the contract for 
the new mill which will involve an expenditure of $225,000 or 
more, exclusive of machinery, arrived in this valley the latter 
part of last week. The Underwriters’ Engineering and Construc- 
tion Company of New York is associated with Mr. Gilbreth in 
the construction of the plant. The company with which Mr. 
Gilbreth is associated numbers some of the leading experts in 
the country. His partner, J. W. Buznell, has had much experi- 
ence with reinforced concrete work which now enters largely 
into mill construction. Louis J. Johnson, Professor of Civil 


Engineering at Harvard College, will have charge of this feature 
of the work. Charles L. Norton, of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, is also associated with this department of the 
work. George F. Hardy who is widely known as an architect 
and engineer, and who has planned some of the best paper mills 
in the country, is the architect for all of the company’s mills 
except the coating plant which required no architect. Mr. Hardy 
is the architect for the Champion Coated Paper Company’s 
mammoth new pulp mill to be erected at Canton, N. C. This 
plant will cover 12 acres and Contractor Gilbreth’s services have 
been engaged for that work also. 

When the Champion’s Hamilton and Carolina mills are com- 
pleted, the Miami Valley can boast of the largest plant of its 
kind in the world. 

The new Hamilton mill will be devoted to the making of 
uncoated paper. The building will be more then one-fifth of a 
mile in length, extending along the Miami river, and will be 160 
feet wide. It will be modernly equipped, Miami Valley concerns 
supplying the machines and engines. M. V.

Cartes R. MILLIKEN. 
Charles R. Milliken, a well-known business man of Portland, 





Me., and former owner of the Glen House in the White Moun- 
tains, which was burned July 16, 1893, died on Tuesday of last 
week. 

Mr. Milliken was born in 1833 and educated in the schools of 
Minot and at Hepburn Academy, coming to Portland in 1854, 
where he began life as a clerk. With his brother, the late West 
F. Milliken, he formed a partnership under the firm name of

partnership was dissolved and Mr. Milliken devoted himself to 
the Glen House. 

Later Mr. Milliken bought the Dennison Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s plant at Mechanics Falls, and organized the Poland Paper 
Company, of which he was the president and general manager. 
Subsequently he organized the Portland Rolling Mills Company, 
of which he was the treasurer and general manager until forced 
to retire from business by ill health.

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MARKET CONDITIONS IMPROVING. 


Most Reports are to the Effect that General Business is Improving. 
It is Also the Opinion that an Upward Movement of 
Prices May be Expected Shortly. 


A number of paper men in the New York market this week 
report that business is apparently picking up a little. This is 
probably based upon the fact that inquiries for fall delivery 
are more numerous, and it is also a good indication of what 
may be expected a little later, when these inquiries return in 
the shape of orders. This outlook is very encouraging to the 
trade, and the prospects for a good fall business are most grati- 
fying. Because of the need of stock, especially by the large 
jobbers, to meet fall orders, the mill situation is better, com- 
paratively speaking, than that of the distributing end of the 
business. Conditions with the dealers are, on the whole, sea- 
sonable, with probably a slight improvement. Prices have not 
stiffened any as a result of this improvement, and the actual 
demand has not been sufficient to warrant any material ad- 
vance. Manufacturers are not very anxious to make any con- 
tracts for future delivery at present quotations. Their hesi- 
tancy in accepting these contracts is due to their belief in a 
good fall trade with better prices. To them, all signs point to 
a big business in paper this fall. Reports on general business 
conditions all over the country are most promising, and the 
outlook for next year is of the brightest. The crops are re- 
ported larger than they have been in a number of years, and 
these are the pivotal point around which the general pros- 
perity of the country revolves. All industries seem to be 
flourishing, and a good many of them have more business on 
hand than they can really take care of. With the fall business 
yet to come, it is said that the rush for all kinds of manufac- 
tured goods will be unprecedented. The consumption of all 
kinds of paper this fall should therefore be very large. The 
enormous amount of business being handled by the railroads 
at present, and the reports of an impending shortage of cars, 
are sufficient proof in support of these statements. As a whole, 
the prospects for a big fall trade in the paper industry are very 
good, and a continuation of this condition is expected all 
through the coming year.

So 
far the owners venture no opinion as to the quantity of paper 
that will be manufactured but a sale for the output will be 
sought chiefly in the foreign markets. 

The E. B. Eddy Company, since its reorganization under the 
management of Mr. W. H. Rowley is manufacturing along the 
old lines and finds business active. The company confirms 
what was stated with regard to necessity for better prices. L.

Orrawa, Canada, August 14, 1906.—The Canadian Commer- 
cial Agent in Australia writes: “Large shipments of Canadian 
news paper haye been coming forward this year to Australian 
ports, and, upon making inquiries, I find that the quality is 
rgiving satisfaction to the proprietors of the principal daily 
and weekly papers in Melbourne. I have seen specifications of 
some 3,800 tons of Canadian paper which was shipped at New 
York for Australian and New Zealand ports since January 
last. Of this total, nearly 400 tons was recently lost in the 
wreck of the S.S. Oakburn on the South African coast. When 
large paper mills are established in British Columbia they 
should be in a position to supply the requirements of Aus- 
tralasia, as the distance is approximately about half of that to 
New York, besides which the long inland railway transporta- 
tion charges would be avoided.”

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WOOD PULP GRINDING. 


The Theory and Practice Explained Scientifically—The Action of 
Heat in the Hot Grinding Process Results in a Remarkable 
Saving of Power by Increasing the Pressure. 


(Lecture by Prof. E. Kirchner, Translated for THe Parer TRADE 
Journat by Albert Komp.) 


The method of grinding wood under high pressure or the 
hot grinding process was started in America about 20 years 
ago. Grinding “hot,” under high pressure, the stone wading in 
water while using only a small] allowance of water for spraying— 
as opposed to the older or “cold” grinding process, in which the 
stone is suspended above the wet stuff or water, receiving more 
copious additions of spraying water.

The question: “cold” or “hot” (or high pressure) grinder? was 
started in Germany about ten years ago, and eight years ago I 
undertook to answer. 

With regard to practically performed trials and their resulting 
consequences, I wish to inform you of the advantages that are ob- 
tainable in the grinding process under high pressure—using 
sprinkling water sparingly—as compared with the so-called “cold” 
grinding process, with an abundant water spray. 

In order to be better understood, permit me to describe here- 
with the substance of the grinding process relating only to the 
generally approved crosswise grinding method, the one requiring 
the smallest percentage of power; the arbor of the grindstone 
and that of the wood tree being placed in parallel directions. 
The wood under inflowing water is pressed in a radial direction 
by pressed plates against the cylinder surface of the stone, as 
shown in pictures 5 and 6. The sand corn points of the stone, 
see pictures 1 and 2, in the first place scratch and rip the wood 
body or the wood cells across their lengthwise direction (on 
Fig. 1 the horizoytal section S represents the stone, and H repre- 
sents the structure of the needlewood). These sand corn points 
roughen and soften the surface of the wood, and at the same 
time they tear off a part of the wood structure and fragments of 
crushed cells. 

This process may be compared with the action of rubbing of 


a bread crust on a grater or with the filing of a piece of metal. 
Hand-cut files show about 63 points on bastard or coarse files, 
and the finest smooth-cut files show 6,500 projecting working 
points per square centimeter. 

On our natural grindsones, as usually applied, we find from 
700 to 1,400 points per square centimeter of considerably varying 
sharpness. Many sand corns possess points as sharp as an Eng- 
lish sewing needle; others are formed in rounded corners and 
bunches. These latter are not adapted for cutting, scratching 
or ripping, but they perform the action of rubbing, squeezing 
and strangling the wood formation. 

The grinding process is performable on porous stones without 
necessitating any sharpening operation. Generally, and for the 
purpose of performing a rational grinding process, the cylindrical 
surface of the stone is submitted to a sharpening operation, re- 
sulting in the formation of undulations in nearly regular dis- 
tances from each other (L, pictures 2, 3 and 4). Owing to these 
indentations or notches in the surface, the number of working 
points per square centimeter of the same is rather reduced. 

However, the produced rines or edges in the notches, as 
shown in double lines in the pictures 3 and 4, performing the 
tearing and scraping on the softened surfaces of the: wood H, 
picture 2. All loose crushed wood pieces, as shown in 2, scraped 
and bruised, are partly entering the indentations supposed to be 
filled with water or during the rapid circulation of the stone 
these pieces are forced between the wood surfaces (H) and the 
stone surfaces (S), where the larger parts are additionally 
squeezed or crushed—they are furthermore really refined. That 
means that the separated parts are finally resolved into single 
cells and ultimately divided into fibrilles, forming fine paper stuff. 
Thus the grinding process is at the same time a refining process. 

The use of a small amount of spraying water offers the ad- 
vantage that it will not allow the finer or coarser wood particles 
to be washed away from the stone, an evil that is facilitated by 
pouring an abundant water supply on the stone. The pressure 
on the elasticity of the wood over the cutout parts of the stone 
will produce a certain expansion and consequent projections, 
thereby increasing the action of the roughed stone surface in 
the performance of scraping, scratching, lacerating, etc. The 
changing actions of compression and expansion will naturally 
demand a corresponding supply of power. Finally, we must not 
omit to state that during great rapidity the action on the stone 
of uneven and hard parts of wood will produce severe shocks. 

The process of cutting, ripping and tearing are combined with 
rubbing, crushing and stamping. The power absorbed by rub- 
bing, compressing and dashing, etc., is transformed entirely or 
partly into heat! 

During the addition of large lots of water for diluting 400 or 
200 times (“cold” grinding), a rising temperature, though meas- 
ureable, is nearly unnoticeable to the naked hand, but in case 
we add only 50 or 30 times the amount of water in the presumed 
relation to ground wood—a remarkable increase in the tempera- 
ture is readily observable, accompanied with a development of 
steam, and owing to these different appearances we speak about 
“hot” or “cold” grinding. 

I have been enabled to continue the trials with wading stones, 
and have also copied the Americans in the use of enlarged and 
sharpened grinding surfaces. 

Raising the pressure to 1,050 grams per square centimeter 
the grinding of 100 kilos required 4 horse power. This con- 
sumption of power has been increased to 3,000 eventually 5,000 
gr. per sq. cm. without producing any appearance of greasing 
on the stone. 

This result is not easy to explain unless we carefully ob- 
serve the ground product—this grows finer and finer under 
increased pressure—5 000 gr. sq. cm. resulted in the production 
of a perfectly slimy stuff (ground dead) this increased pressure

produced a growing, crushing and spattering action of the 
wood without showing a remarkable increase in the applied 
mechanical labor. 

There is only one scientific explanation of this fact: the 
grinding process under high pressure, the heat developing be- 
tween the grinding surfaces of stone and wood is induced to 
raise far above 100° C., whereby a part of the water in the 
wodd cell structures is changed into steam, the latter causing 


the softening and bursting of the wood fibres, thereby prov- 
ing that this said heat is an active factor in the wood grinding 
process. 

A striking proof of this fact has been produced in the broken 
pieces from the edges of the grindstone, showing a dark 
burnt covering of a rosin crust, this appearance having been 
caused by an insufficient supply of sprinkling water. 

Pulp mills formerly using 8 “cold” grinders are only requir- 
ing one high pressure grinder of the same pressure surface of 
one of the 8. This fact is of the greatest significance regard- 
ing cost of plant, power, wages, etc., and shows the progress 
accomplished in “hot’” grinding. 

Furthermore we observe the steady improvement made in 
the surpassing quality of the ground stuff, especially by fol- 
lowing the example of the Americans by installing stones of 
from 350 to 450 mm. (about 18 inches) in width. 

It also is shown that under a pressure from 1,000 to 3,000 
grams per sq. cm. there scarcely appears any production of 
coarse stuff, all the larger particles being refined between 
wood and stone under small rations of water. Besides a large 
proportion of fine cells there will always appear a sufficiency 
of long cells so that besides desirable short and soft fibres 
the strength imparting longer and fine fibres are not lacking. 
Long grinding ways on surfaces closed as tight as possible, 
high specific pressure, the stone wading in water, the thinning 
of pulp reduced to from 20 to 30 parts of water,—these are the 
conditions required to constitute the profit in comparison with 
other experience. 

Concerning the width of stone and wood, the practical size 
seems to exist between 20 to 30 inches. I learn, however, that 
the size has lately been increased to even 4o inches, and that 
the manufacturers are well pleased with the results of this 
material enlargement. However, the question of the most 
profitable size of the grindstone is not yet settled. 

The best kind of sharpening is of great moment. With- 
out being able to enter more deeply into this question I would 
remark shortly that larger indentations in the stone increase 
the compression and expansion over the surfaces in a dis- 
advantageous way, therefore the finer sharpening would ap- 
pear more favorably. The position of the holes, picture 3, 
3a, 4, 4a also play a part. The sharp points 3, 3a might pos- 
sibly cause disturbing features in the grooves of the stone; 
the sharp corners 4 (marked double) are shorter than 3, 
proportion: 1: 1.4142. Probably the best position is that of 3. 

~Without concerning ourselves regarding the making of a 
better quality or saving in wages or running expenses during 
the hot grinding process, we will now inquire about the, com- 
parative power required in “hot” and “cold” grinding. Sup- 
posing the grinding alone of 100 kg. of stuff by either method 
will cost 4 H. P. in 24 hours, there would still remain an ad- 
vantage by no means unimportant in favor of the “hot” grind- 
ing method in the simpler arrangements of transmission, in 
the reduction of the otherwise more extensively required re- 
fining process, also in the reduced requirements of saturating 
water.

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FORSAKING THE ADIRONDACKS. 


Lumber Men Are Being Forced to Withdraw from That Region 
Because of Scarcity of Available Timber. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Urica, N. Y., August 14, 1906.—The pulp wood men and the 
lumbering interests are about to forsake the Adirondacks for 
better forest preserves. The report that several of the largest 
lumbering concerns along the lines of the railroads in the 
Adirondack region will be compelled to shut down after this 
year, and that the pulp wood contractors will have to abandon 
the idea of further work in the forests from a lack of suitable 
timber, is confirmed. Spruce is becoming more and more 
scarce every year. The available timber which lies along 
streams has been cut long ago, and the woodsman has been 
cutting further back every year. The difficulty in getting the 
pulp logs to the stream in time to float them down is also 
working against relying on the Adirondacks for this product. 

A prominent lumberman stated that the firms engaged in his 
business are now beginning to realize that they must take their 
mills further away from the railroads to secure marketable tim- 
ber. Large lumber concerns are deserting the Adirondacks and 
taking up extended wooded sections in Canada. A mountain 
covered with virgin timber or spruce is a scarcity in the 
Adirondacks. There are several large, well-timbered moun- 
tains in the northern part, but this property is owned or con- 
trolled by a private individual or club which holds them as 
preserves and will not permit the pine or spruce to be cut. 
The lumbermen, the pulp wood contractor and the forest fires 
have about cleaned out the Adirondacks. The Moore River 
Lumber Company, at McKeever, it is said, will be unable to 
get timber with which to operate its mill after this year. The 
same condition applies to the lumber mills at Fulton Chain 
and stations near there, at Tupper Lake and in the Salmon 
river section, near Malone, N. Y. The lumbermen and woods- 
men do not take seriously to the efforts of the State at tree 
planting in the Adirondacks. se he 


Champion Orders 8 Machines—Black-Clawson Co., Busy. 

Since its advent in the field some years ago the Champion 
Coated Paper Company has smashed several records and set 
new “high-water” marks in various features of the business. 
The latest “high-water” mark reached is that in machinery 
orders when it signed contracts for eight machines, the largest 
order ever placed, the Black-Clawson Company being the for- 
tunate manufacturer. This big contract, with the other work 
on its books, gives the Black-Clawson Company practically a 
year’s run. 

The Champion order is for four Fourdrinier, three 148-inch 
and one 138-inch; and four cylinders, one 128-inch board ma- 
chine, two 130-inch soda pulp drying machines, and one 130- 
inch sulphite pulp machine. Construction has already begun 
and all the machines will be delivered within a year, the Four- 
driniers to the Hamilton mill, the cylinders to the pulp mill in 
Canton, N. C. 

The 86-inch single-cylinder tissue machine for the Onan- 
daga Paper Company, Marcellus Falls, N. Y., is now in the 
constructing room and will be shipped at the end of the month. 

The one-cylinder 116-inch tissue machine for the Crystal 
Paper Company, Middletown, O., has been shipped and will be 
erected at once. 

The Standard Paper Company’s 116-inch board machine is 
being put in the Kalagnazoo mill. Other machines being 
erected are the 86-inch Harper Fourdrinier tissue machine for 
“the Flower City Tissue Manufacturing Company’s mill at 
Rochester, N. Y., and the three-cylinder 62-inch bag paper 
machine at the Adams Bag Company’s plant, Chagrin Falls, O. 





A fine drier sheet lining machine for Australia is now in 
work and will be shipped within a few weeks. The company 
is also rebuilding the old machine of the Marion Paper Com- 
pany, Marion, Ind., which, with the usual number of smaller 
orders, is taxing the big plant to its full capacity. 


Are Americans Back of Forced Sale of Canadian Lands? 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Quesec, Canada, August 21, 1906.—It is understood that the 
Province is about to make a move whereby it will secure some 
500 square miles of virgin forest land, which will be parceled 
out so as to bring some revenue to the Government. Some 
37 years ago it is said the late Lieutenant-Governor Robitaille, 
for the sum of $3,000, received a concession from the Province 
of Quebec to the extent of 500 square miles of timber preserve 
situated in the county of Bonaventure. The Province, in order 
to reclaim this land, will have a bill presented at the next 
session of the Legislature, depriving the Robitaille heirs of 
their right in this vast extent of valuable land. Parties who 
are in touch with this question and the property state that 
these heirs have already refused $600,000 for the property and 
that they now ask $800,000. The taxes paid on this magnificent 
concession amounted to $2 per square mile yearly up to 1887, 
and to $3 per mile since that date. The heirs state that this 
contemplated action on the part of a ring in which are some 
American capitalists and some French politicians, to acquire 
their property, is to force them to take a lower price for the 
land, which is most valuable for the spruce on it to be used 
for pulp wood. They intimate that a powerful papermaking 
syndicate in the United States is back of the scheme.

Construction Work on Kalamazoo Mills Progressing.

Katamazoo, Mich., August 20, 1906.—There is little new in 
paper mill circles in the Kalamazoo River valley district, every- 
thing running along smoothly as in the past. In spite of the 
general slump in the paper trade, the local mills have enjoyed 
an excellent run of business during the past summer. 

The work on new mills and additions to the old ones is 
going forward rapidly. The new Monarch mill is practically 
completed and the machinery is now being installed. The big 
warehouse at the Standard Paper Company’s plant is also com- 
pleted, as is the new boiler house and engine room, and a large 
force of men are putting in the boilers and engines and a new 
machine in the machine room, which has been greatly improved. 

New roofs have been put on the King mill and on mill No. 2 
of the Kalamazoo Paper Company. 

Down at Vicksburg the Lee Paper Company have completed 
the repairs necessitated by the breaking of two of their engines 
and are running qs usual. 

The masonry work on the Michigan Paper mill at Plainwell 
is progressing rapidly and the structure is about ready for the 
roof. It is hoped to install the new machine and additional 
equipment early this fall. 

The big MacSimBar mill at Otsego is also finished and will 
soon be in operation. Work has been begun on the three plants 
to be occupied by the Otsego Coated Paper Company, the Bab- 
cock Tissue Paper Company and the Parrafin Paper Company. 
When finished they will give Otsego a line of paper mills a 
mile long, and it will be one of the great centers of that industry 
in the middle west. HAL,

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FRENCH PAPERMAKERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The Proposed Export Duty on Rags —The Question of Strikes — 
A Defence Fund Suggested in Case of Trouble. 


At the recent annual meeting of the French Papermakers’ 
Association it was decided to appoint a committee, composed 
of the principal makers who employed rags in the production 
of their papers, to study the proposal to place export duty on 
French rags. 

It is considered indispensable that any steps taken should be 
approved by rag collectors and sorters as well as by paper 
manufacturers, it being estimated that the number of workers 
in the trades directly interested in the question is about 150,000. 

In view of the recent troublesome strikes in the industries 
connected with paper and print, it was suggested that a sort of 
employers’ defense association be formed in the papermaking 
industry. It is estimated that if a contribution on the basis of 
£20 per machine was paid by all the French makers, a fund 
of £20,000 could be raised, which would allow the payment 
of a sum of £40 per week to any maker who resisted any 
demands on the part of his workpeople of a nature calculated 
to lead to trouble to the trade as a whole. 

The opinion of the members of the association is to be taken 
on the point, and a report on the subject made at the autumn 
meeting. 


Effect of Trade Legislation on Trade. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, August 21, 1906—A stir was caused in Ohio dur- 
ing the past week when M. E. Ingalls, who as a railroad presi- 
dent has probably hauled more paper and allied products than 
any other man in the Miami Valley, appeared before the Ohio 
Bankers’ Association at Put-In-Bay, and gave the recently- 
enacted trade laws a sound rap. He maintained that some of 
them enacted by Congress and State legislatures were a positive 
menace to industrial life and to banking interests. There were 
a number of prominent speakers in attendance, but the speech 
of Mr. Ingalls showing how trade has been, or will be, harmed 
by the railroad law and similar legislation, attracted the greatest 
attention. 

There has been no appreciable change in valley business be- 
cause of the recently enacted laws, as far as known, though 
as the rate bill does not go into effect until the latter part of 
this month, it cannot be said just what the effect may be— 
and it may not be felt for several months. But there is an im- 
pression that some of the shippers as well as the railroads are 
responsible, in a measure, for the condition in which the manu- 
facturers and the transportation companies find themselves. The 
Dayton Shippers’ and Receivers’ Association met Thursday night 
and discussed the situation. O. P. Gothlin, the newly appointed 
member of the Ohio Railway Commission, addressed the body. 
The meeting was held in the hall of the Employers’ Association, 
and all lines of manufacture were represented. M. V. 


Developing the Wisconsin Streams. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., August 20, 1906.—The search for new water 
powers and the improvement of old ones is being carried on 
each year with increasing. vigor, meaning as it does such great 
saving over other forms of power in manufacturing. A report 
lately sent out from Madison, the capital of Wisconsin, gives 
somes interesting outlines of a work for the improvement of 
existing powers which is now being prosecuted as a public 
measure. The report says that the proposed reservoirs for the 
St. Croix, Chippewa and Wisconsin rivers, for which the 


United States Geological Survey engineers have completed the 
survey, are to have a total storage capacity of nearly 80,000,000 
cubic feet. Thirty-two reservoirs are contemplated, which 
would have a marked effect in steadying the discharge of the 
rivers affected. These rivers have in the past been more or less 
under the control of logging companies, who have manipu- 
lated the water to suit themselves, holding it back except at 
seasons when it was desired to bring the logs down. The 
report goes on to say that not a single important water power- 
producing river in Wisconsin has as yet been made to produce 
all the power of which it is capable, the lower Fox coming 
nearest, with a total of 31,3908 H. P. developed in 35 miles. The 
Wisconsin, St. Croix and Chippewa rivers, it is said, can be 
made to produce water power probably much exceeding that 
of the lower Fox, by intelligent management. The develop- 
ment of water powers in Wisconsin has been very rapid during 
late years, the increase being 75 per cent. in the Yecade pre- 
ceding 1900. In the past thirty years the increase has been 
from 33,000 to 99,000 H. P., representing an annual saving in 
the cost of power over steam power, figured at $20 per horse 
power, of nearly $2,000,000. Fox River. 





Canada’s Labor Law Declared Valid. 
(FROM OUR REGULAP CORRESPONDENT.) 

Orrawa, Ont., August 21, 1906.—A decision has been handed 
down by the Privy Council of Great Britain in regard to the 
Alien Labor Law of Canada which is of interest to the paper 
and pulp manufacturers of the Dominion. This opinion from 
the highest tribunal in the British Empire settles the matter of 
the validity of this law until Parliament again enacts or amends 
the present law upon the statutes. The opinion is that the de- 
cision of Justice Anglin, of Canada, in deciding that the law 
was defective and discharging two parties for the violation of 


the same was wrong and that the appeal of the At- 
torney General for the Dominion of Canada in the two 
cases cited should be allowed. In the events which 


have happened as to the validity of the law the ques- 
tion at issue becomes more or less an academic one inas- 
much as the two persons arrested under the Attorney General’s 
warrant were on the 17th of June, 1905, discharged from custody 
by order of Justice Anglin, and a year therefore having elapsed 
since the date of their entry into Canada, they cannot be re- 
arrested. Manufacturers who hire expert mill workers will 
have to be more guarded in the future when seeking help from 
the United States. ™_. Be ee

A Low Estimate of the Trade’s cisduenee 


An alleged directory of the paper trade made its appearance 
last week, a number of free copies, we understand, having been 
distributed. Lest those so afflicted should try to make use of 
the book, we hasten to inform them that the so-called directory 
is worse than useless. As a gift it is unworthy of acceptance, as 
nothing but waste of time and loss of temper can follow its 
use. It is incomplete, incorrect, and in every respect deficient 
in those qualities that go to make up a reliable book of refer- 
ence. In all seriousness we say that the publication of the book 
is an insult to the intelligence of the trade. 

Since the original appropriation, three years ago, of the con- 
has 


tents of Lockwood’s Directory, the counterfeit “directory” 


remained the same. With the possible addition of a new mill 
here and there, we see no evidence in its pages of any honest 
attempt at revision. Those who are curious can ascertain for 
themselves the truth or falsity of this statement. 

A “directory” that ignores all the changes that have taken 
place in three years is not a very safe guide to follow. In it we 
find nearly all the mills that have been burned within that time, 
all the dismantled ones are also retained, and those that have 
had a change of ownership are reprinted just as they were three 
years ago. In addition, dead men are reported as still guiding 
the fortunes of the mills with which they were connected during 
life. The equipments of the various mills read exactly as they 
did three showing that the type has not been 


years ago, 


touched. Considering the fact that most of the mills have been 
overhauled at some time within the past three years, new ma- 
chinery having taken the place of the old, this vital part of the 
“directory” is more harmful than if the spaces were left blank. 

On its face the book shows a complete disregard of all the facts 
of common knowledge in the trade. This, however, is always 
the case with unrevised reprints of old editions. 

Out of respect for the authority of the United States Govern- 
ment, it does seem as if a patriotic publication would cut out the 
statement that the product of certain mills is sold exclusively 
through the General Paper Company of Chicago. This line we 
find still standing at the end of the “reports” of a number of the 
mills in the Ground Wood and Pulp Mill the

For those members of the trade who like to be humbugged, 
we have no concern; for those, however, who honestly desire the 
facts we call attention to a few of the shortcomings of the 
three-year-old reprint now being advertised as an up-to-date di- 
rectory of the paper trade. 

Beginning with the paper mill portion of the so-called di- 
rectory and turning the pages—noting only the conspicuous sins 
of omission or commission—we find on page 58 that the Rocky 
Mountain Paper Company, of Denver, Col., is still in business 
despite the advertised sale of its machinery. On page 59 we note 
that the Harrison, Schick & Pratt Company is still operating 
the mill at’ Bozrahville, Conn. In the report of the mill for 
Lockwood's Directory the mill now stands in the name, “Estate 
of E. At Newington, Conn., P. J. McGarvan is 
represented as running the mill in his own name.

The alleged “report” of the mill of the Marinette 
and Menominee Paper Company at Menominee is worthy ot 
mention as a specimen of ancient history, as the mill was 
burned last year and is now being rebuilt. 

In New Hampshire, at Bath, we fail to find the Cushman- 
Rankin Company, which moved to Bath, where it built a mill 
after its old mill at Lyndon, Vt., was destroyed by fire. At 
Lincoln, we note the old name of The Henry Paper Com- 
pany, now the J. E. Henry & Sons Company. At Milton, the 
Salmon River Paper Company is not to be found. This com- 
pany, some months ago, bought the mill of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company at Milton and is now operating it. 

In New Jersey, at Bogota, we are astounded to see the old 
mill of the United Box Board and Paper Company reported 
intact, notwithstanding the fact that the United collected the 
fire insurance money shortly after September 8, 1902, upon 
which date the mill was destroyed. The ruins of the mill 
have only recently been cleared away for the No. 2 mill of the 
American Paper Company, which already has a box board 
mill there. At Little Ferry, no mention is made of the fact 
that C. W. Bell is operating the Odiorne & Morse Company’s 
mill as receiver. At Mulburn, Earnest Lighthipe & Co. is 
still existence, although such is not the fact. 

In New York State, at Chatham, we are bewildered with 
the information that the Stony Brook Box Board Mills are 
still running without so much as a blister on the buildings. 
This “intelligence” coming so soon after that about Bogota is 
just a little confusing. The mill at Chatham, as the trade 
well knows, was burned last year. At Fort Plain, M. W. Mow- 
rey & Sons should read Wood & Nellis. At Napanoch, the title 
of the old L. L. Frost Paper Company is given when it should 
be The Frost Paper Company.

In New York city, in the reports of the large companies 
having offices there, we first note that the office of first vice- 
president of the International Paper Company is left blank.

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RECLAIMING THE “ WHITE WATER.” 


A Patent Has Been Granted on a Process for Returning to 
the Machine the Pulp That Has Escaped—Patent Assigned 
to the Improved Paper Machinery Co., of Casline, Me. 


Howard Parker, of Nashua, N. H., has invented a novel 
process by means of which the particles of stock which escape 
during the operation of a papermaking machine in what is 
known as the “white water,” and also such stock as is washed 
from the felts, may be reclaimed, reduced automatically to 
any desired density, and returned to the head of the machine 
to be again flooded onto the wire. United States Patent No. 
828,500. 

The process is illustrated, and will be described as applied 
to a Fourdrinier machine; but it is of the same value when 
used in connection with a cylinder-machine. 

At the present time, in papermaking machinery the loss of 
stock which is carried off by what is termed “white water” 
amounts to about fifteen per cent. As is well known, the char- 
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acter of the paper produced on a machine is dependent to a 
very large extent on the condition, and particularly the density, 
of the stock as it is furnished to the machine. Any variation 
in the density of the stock furnished will show an equal varia- 
tion in the material produced, so that in running a machine in 
the manufacture of a certain grade of paper it is essential that 
the density of the pulp as it is flooded onto the machine shall 
be maintained constant. 

During the process of making paper a certain amount of 
stock is washed from the machine onto the floor and carried 
off with what is called the “white water.” This white water 
cannot be run back into the flow-tank of the machine, as it 
would alter the density of the stock in the flow-tank and have 
a consequent effect on the paper being made. It has been 
customary heretofore to pass this white water off through 
conduits into the waste, and in this way about fifteen per cent. 
of the stock was lost. 

By following the process to be described, one is able to 
save a very considerable part, if not all, of the fifteen per cent. 
of waste and return the reclaimed stock to the flow-box or 
other apparatus at the head of the machine at its original 
density, or it may be delivered to a supply-tank at any re- 
quired density at which the stock may be pumped automati- 
cally, and the machine may be so regulated as to produce the 
stock always of a uniform test, regardless of the variation in 
density or particles of fibre in the white water. 

Referring to the drawing, a Fourdrinier machine is indi- 
.cated in a general way at A, located over a pit A’, into which 
runs the white water carrying the particles of stock which 
pass through the wire and are whipped off the felts. An outlet 
from the pit is provided through the spout B, through which 


the white water passes to a straining-cylinder C, which re- 
moves foreign substances, such as sticks, rags, etc. Any suit- 
able straining apparatus will do. From the straining-cylinder 
the white water passes through the pipe C’ to the tank D, in 
which is mounted a cylinder-mold E, which collects and dries 
the stock in the white water, reducing it to its original density 
at which it was flooded onto the Fourdrinier wire. The re- 
claimed pulp is now delivered from the mold to the receiving- 
vat F, and from there it is forced back by suitable devices, as 
the pump G, to the proper apparatus at the head of the ma- 
chine, preparatory to being flooded onto the wire again. This 
apparatus at the head of the machine may be a beating-engine 
or refining-engine, or the reclaimed stock may be passed di- 
rectly to the flow-box, from which it flows onto the paper- 
making screen, or it may be kept in storage ready to be used 
when desired. 

When it is necessary for any reason to stop the felt of a 
papermaking machine (in connection with a Fourdrinier ma- 
chine), it is customary to allow the stock to run 
onto the Fourdrinier wire and from there onto the floor 
underneath the machine and back to the flow-box or storage- 
tink. In machines equipped with the apparatus for carrying 
out the herein-described process it is preferable to have the 
stock passed through the apparatus with the white water, so 
that all of it may be returned to the head of the machine or 
storage-tank, as the case may be, at the proper density, it 
being important that the density of the stock which is being 
run through a machine be not altered, in order to ensure an 
even product. 

It will be seen that by following out the process as herein 
described and set forth, the steps of the process take place in 
regular succession in a circle from and back to the head of the 
machine, and that a considerable percentage of the stock which 
had hitherto been entirely lost is now practically all reclaimed 
and returned to the head of the machine in the same condition 
in which it originally was supplied. 


White Paper Stuff Made from Printed Paper. 


Engineer B. Haas, of Leipzic, Carlstrasse 22, has invented a 
process for eliminating the color stuff from printed paper and 
writings in a perfect manner, without thereby injuring the fibre 
in the least. As the applied chemicals are readily regained at a 
trifling expense the cost in this process exists in the outlays re- 
quired for labor and in the instalment of the plant, and these 
may vary according to the quality of the paper to be cleansed 
from color impurities at from 15 to 25 cents per 100 kg. (200 
Ibs.). The process requires a plant consisting of a boiler, a 
pressing arrangement for eliminating the used chemicals, a kol- 
lergang and a washing apparatus. 

The time required for the practical performance depends upon 
the practicability of the apparatus. The cleansed or purified stuff 
is applicable like new or fresh pulp. The process has already 
been tried and tested on a large scale, and according to testi- 
monials of the mill that made the trials the process has proven 
entirely practicable. The process also serves to produce per- 
fectly white or natural wood colored wood pulp board whose 
cost of production is lower than that of the usual wood board, 
while the new kind of board has a better feel and greater ten- 
acity.

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TO PURIFY BACK-WATER. 


By a New German Invention the Defects of the Old System Are 
Overcome—By High Hydrostatic Pressure a Continu- 
ous Flow of Pulp Is Preserved. 


The drum filters, so far known, provided with endless felts 
for purifying back water of paper machines, are regularly sup- 
plied with drums that are closed on both ends, whereby an easy 
inspection or control of the filtering process is excluded. Ger- 
man patent No. 173,101. 

Secondly, the outflow of purified water from such drums is 
placed in the center of the drum journal, so that the utilization 
of the height of pressure in the proportion of the drum diam- 
eter is thereby prevented. In order to obtain more satisfactory 
results with the mentioned filter drum constructions the same 
have been provided with suction arrangements, but these latter 
have their great disadvantages. 





Thirdly, the old filters are lacking in a suitable provision for 
cleansing the endless felt in such a perfect manner that it will 
preserve its original condition. 

The new invention aims to overcome the mentioned defects 
by providing the highest hydrostatic pressure, whereby the set- 
tling of the pulp on the filter is caused to continue its uninter- 
rupted even performance, while the felt is preserved in its 
normal condition, however, with small allowances of a very 
slight filling of the pores with slimy impurities. 

The screen drum A is journaled in the frame B, both are pro- 
vided with large openings on one or both of their sides. Crown 
rings on drum A are brought into contact with ring on the 
inside opening of the frame B and a water-tight compartment 
for receiving the filter liquid is thus perfected by tightening the 
combining edges with packing of any suitable material. 

The dimensions of the new apparatus are far above the former 
usual sizes of from 3 to 4 feet of drum diameter—and this increase 
is introduced for the purpose of obtaining a hitherto unknown 
height of hydrostatic pressure. 

The washing of the felt is accomplished by a spraying pipe and 
a revolving wing fan p. 

Fig. 1 presents a side view of the new drum filter, and Fig. 2 
represents a sectional view of the same. Drum A rests on shaft 
a to which are secured the spokes b, whose ring crowns are 
connected by slats d supporting the wire cloth covering e. The 
crown rings are provided with ring flanges projecting in out- 
ward and inward directions for the purpose of forming by their 
contact a between the drum A and frame B closed compart- 
ment for receiving the filtering liquid. 

As shown in the design the felt after leaving the drum car- 
ries the same stuff over rolls m,between the pressure rolls n and 
g, and the smooth roli n then serves by the action of a scraper 
r in freeing the stuff from the felt. The felt thereafter runs in 
the opposite direction around the tension roll 0, and teceives a 
good washing under the spraying pipes and by the action of the 


paddle roll p. Motion is imparted to the drum A from the re- 
volving drum q, and thus the felt is made to also perform the 
action of a driving belt. 

The liquid to be filtered runs through the inlet t into the 
narrow space B in which it is carried downwardly along the 
partition roll u to a certain depth. Owing to naturally pro- 
vided hydrostatic pressure’ the filtered liquid or water is forced 
through the felt and drum netting into the inside of the drum 
and finds an outlet through the openings x. 

The unusual depth of the position of the drum in the sur- 
rounding filtering liquid causes an increased amount of hydro- 
static pressure on the very large filtering surface, and a corre- 
sponding large production of a regular -mount. These dis- 
tinctions answer for the first time every practical and economical 
condition for the purification of back water in paper mills.

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ANOTHER PULP MOLDING INVENTION. 


Mahlon O. Kasson, of Sandy Hill, N. Y., Has Taken Out a 
Patent on a New Device—The Patent Has Been Assigned 


to the Union Bag and Paper Company. 


Mahlon O. Kasson, of Sandy Hill, N. Y., has invented cer- 
tain new improvements in pulp molding machines. United 
States Patent No. 828,408. 

In describing his invention, Mr. Kasson says: 

“In the drawings, which show the preferred embodiment of 
my invention, Fig. 1 shows a side elevation, parts being in 
vertical section; and Fig. 2, a detail plan view of the recipro- 
cating slide. 
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“In the above embodiment, 1 is a receptacle for containing 
pulp. This is preferably stationary, as shown. 

“No. 2 is a mold-face, which is preferably stationary with 
respect to motion horizontally of the vat, and in the present 
embodiment is shown as fixed over the vat, so that it cannot 
move laterally, but may move vertically, against the action of 
spring 2a. 

“No. 3 is a mold-face which is adapted to dip into the pulp 
in the vat and receive a layer of pulp thereon. In order to 
deposit the pulp on the face 3, I prefer to make the face hollow 
and perforate it with a number of small holes similar to or to 
cover it with wire-gauze, as shown, and apply air-suction 
through them when the face is immersed in the pulp. This 
will cause a layer of pulp to adhere to the face, and its thick- 
ness will depend on the length of time it is so immersed. This 
face may then be moved gut of the vat and pressed against 
the face 2, thus compressing the pulp and forming the article. 
It may not be necessary in all cases to raise the face 3 out of a 
stationary vat, and by the words ‘dip the face in the pulp’ I do 
not limit myself to a face which is normally located in the pulp 
in the vat. In the present embodiment, however, the pulp- 


. 


receptacle is a stationary vat, and the mold-face 3 is carried on 
a reciprocating plunger 4, which passes through the bottom of 
the vat in a suitable stuffing-box 5. The plunger is preferably 
made hollow, as shown, so that it forms an air-passage to and 
from the hollow face 3. 


“No. 6 is a fixed tube provided with a second stuffing-box 7, 
through which the lower end of the plunger reciprocates. The 
plunger may be reciprocated in many different ways; but in 
the present embodiment I have shown a pivoted lever 8, pro- 
vided with a slot 9 therein, in which slot is located a pin 10, 
carried by a link 11, connected with the driving-wheel 12. 

“No, 13 is a hollow standard from which the air is exhausted 
by a vacuum-chamber 14, connected to the standard by the 
pipe 15, and a vacuum-pump 17, connected to the chamber. 

“When the face 3 dips into the pulp by the lowering of the 
plunger, suction is applied through it until a layer of pulp is 
deposited thereon. It is then raised up and pressed against 
the face 2 to form the article. I preferably provide a valve 
mechanism by which the suction through the face 3 shall be 
cut off soon after the face 3 rises from the pulp in the vat, and 
one embodiment of said valve mechanism is shown in the 
accompanying drawings. In the present embodiment this is 
shown as a hollow tube 18 inside the plunger 4, and fixed at 
its upper end inside of the hollow face 3 is a valve-head 19, 
which fits in a suitable seat in the lower side of the face 3 to 
close the upper end of the hollow plunger 4. When the parts 
are at the position shown in the drawings, with the face in 
the pulp, the lower end of the tube 18 rests against a stop 20. 
The lower end of the tube slides and fits in a short fixed tube 
21, and this tube 21 is surrounded by a second fixed tube 22, 
which at its upper end also closely fits the tube 18. When the 
plunger is lowered and the face 3 dips into the pulp, the lower 
end of the tube 18 strikes against stop 20 and opens the valve 
19, thus opening communication between the vacuum-chamber 
14 and the interior of the mold-face 3. The suction deposits a 
layer of pulp on the face, and when the plunger is raised the 
valve 19 will close and shut off the suction. There may, how- 
ever, be a partial vacuum inside of the hollow mold-face until 
the apertures 23 and the lower end of the tube 8 rise above the 
end of the fixed tube 21, which will open communication be- 
tween the inner end of the mold-face and the‘outer air through 
the apertures 24 at the lower end of tube 22. This will relieve 
whatever vacuum there may be then in the mold-face. As the 
mold-face is moved on upward by the plunger the face will be 
brought against the face 2 and pressed against it in opposition 
to the force of the strong spring 2a and compress the layer of 
pulp to form the article, the face 2 moving upward as the face 3 
continues to rise. 

“The spring 2a forms one embodiment of a resilient means 
for allowing one of said faces (in this case the upper face) to 
yield when said faces are pressed together. This is of an 
advantage, because if the lower face remains an unusually 
long time in the pulp an unusual thickness of pulp will accumu- 
late thereon, and in such case if the face 2 were fixed in posi- 
tion it will be obvious that the parts would be likely to be 
broken or severely strained; but, as shown in the drawings, the 
face 2 may yield slightly against the pressure of the spring, and 
so compensate for said unusual thickness of pulp. The screws 
above the spring obviously constitute a means for adjusting 
the pressure of the spring. 

“In order to remove the article from the face 3 and transfer 
it to the face 2, where it will be retained, I have in this em- 
bodiment provided a valve mechanism by which the interior 
of the hollow perforated face 2 will be put into communication 
with the interior of the hollow standard 13, and consequently 
with the vacuum-chamber 14. In the present embodiment I

A New Construction for Preventing Explosions Has Been Patented 
wn Germany (No.!68,549)—Higher Temperatures Possible. 


The object of this invention consists in the reduction of the 
otherwise required volume of steam, especially by excluding 
the pressure on the cylinder heads and the consequent preven- 
tion of danger by explosion. 

fm order to obtain this object, the cylinder, made of copper 
or other suitable metal, is provided with inside jacket vessels 
of a sheet-metal lining, applied in a corrugated shape in the 
axial direction of the cylinder, each corrugation forming a 
‘semi-circular hollow ring, each of the latter being connected 
with steam-pipe inlets and condensed water outlets on opposite 
sides of the cylinder. 

The pipe b admits steam into the steam rings a, and pipe c 
serves for discharging the condensed steam water. The sides 








or heads of the cylinders are not under the influence of any 
steam pressure, and the always difficult tightening process be- 
tween cylinder cover and the heads is entirely excluded. Con- 
sequently the heads may be provided with suitable openings f 
for allowing easy access to the inside steam conductors. In 
order to avoid loss of heat, these openings should be provided 
with handy coverings. 

Owing to perfect safety which cylinders of the above descrip- 
tion are said to warrant, the temperature of steam in closed 
<ylinders could be materially increased. 


Work Progressing on Miami & Erie Canal. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, O., August 20, 1906.—Four steel scrapers arranged in 
swivel fashion are now being used between this city and the 
papermaking town of West Carrollton in cleaning the bed of 
the Miami & Erie canal. A large force of workmen under Super- 
intendent O’Connor started dredging at the dam near the car 
shops, and continued the work steadily until Carrollton was 
reached. These scrapers are drawn by twelve teams of horses. 
This is only the beginning of the cleaning-up process to be 
followed between this city and Cincinnati. On Tuesday of this 
‘week an experiment was made near Lockland, another paper 
‘mill center, where one mile of canal bed was scraped and flushed. 
Contracts for cleaning the bed of the waterway between Middle- 
ttown and Lockland have been let by the Board of Public Works. 

Some time ago Superintendent O’Connor gave public notice 
that he would prosecute all persons found dumping refuse into 
the canal, and he has kept a close watch for offenders. It is 
the aim to make of the tanal a useful waterway for which it 
was intended by its builders. 

It is reported here that local commercial bodies will demand 
the construction of concrete banks a mn il. through the 
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entire length of the canal in Dayton. It has been found that by 
turning the contents of Mad river into the canal, it gives a 
thorough flushing, the sediment being carried through a large 
ditch at Ludlow street into the Miami river at the rate of 6,000 
cubic inches of water per minute. M. V. 


ANOTHER PULP MOULDING INVENTION.

have provided a plurality of ports 25 in the cylindrical portion 
39, which acts as a holder and guide for the reciprocating face 2 
and which will register with ports 26 and 27 in the hollow face 
when the face 2 is moved up to its uppermost limit. Suction 
will thus be applied through the face 2, and as the suction has 
meanwhile been relieved from the face 3, the article will be 
transferred to and retained by the face 2. The suction through 
face 2 will thus obviously be applied before the faces are en- 
tirely separated. 

“It will be observed that the mold-face 2 as a whole fits 
closely in the cylindricai guide portion 39, in which it slides up 
and down, and that the chamber inclosed in said portion 39 is 
closed. Now, when the mold-face has been forced upward, so 
that the ports in the mold-face register with the ports 25, 
suction will be applied and will also tend to draw some air out 
of this chamber above the mold-face, and when the mold-face 3 
starts to drop away from its high position the mold face 2 
will not follow it downward at once, but will move slowly 
downward as the outside air passes up into the chamber above 
the mold-face 2 through the sliding joint between the mold- 
face and the cylindrical portion 39. The mold-faces will 
therefore be entirely separated before the ports in the .mold- 
face 2 entirely leave the ports in the cylindrical portion 39. 
Consequently the dish will be removed from the mold-face 3 
and transferred to and retained by the mold-face 2. The above 
construction is only one means for accomplishing this result, 
and I am aware that other devices may be substituted therefor. 

“In order to remove the article from face 2, I have provided 
a construction by which compression is applied to the hollow 
face 2 to blow the article off from the face. In the present 
embodiment 28 is a compression-chamber, into which air is 
forced by a pump 29, and from the chamber 28 runs a pipe 30, 
whose end extends in and registers with port 27 in the face 2 
when the face 2 is moved by the spring to its lowest position, 
as shown in the drawings. In order also to remove the article 
entirely from between the mold-faces, a reciprocating slide 31 
is provided of the shape shown in Fig. 2, which reciprocates in 
guides 32 and is worked by a lever 33, connected with lever 8, 
which has a pin 34 engaging in a slot 35, carried by the slide. 
As the guide moves slightly to the right the right end of it 
will strike the stem 36 of a normally closed cock 37 in pipe 30 
and open it, thus blowing air through the face 2 and blowing 
the article off from said face onto the slide 31, and as the slide 
moves to the left when the plunger rises the article will be 
removed from between the faces, and the face 3 will pass up 
through the cut-away portion 38 in the slide. It will be 
observed that the plunger 4, which carries the lower face 3, is 
a single device or means which both causes the said face to 
dip into the pulp and presses this face against the relatively 
stationary face 2. 

“IT am aware that many variations from the above-described 
construction may be made without departing from my inven- 
tion as claimed, and I therefore do not desire to be limited to 


the embodiments herein illustrated and described... ,

Fibre Plents in Honduras. 


Consul Dean R. Wood, writing from Ceiba, says that sisal is 
not produced in Honduras, at least in that district, in sufficient 
adds : 

Many kinds of fibre grow abundantly and without any culti 


quantities for export. He 


vation whatever. In the interior fibre plants grow wild in very 
large quantities. The reason it is not cultivated for export is 
because on the coast people are engaged almost entirely in the 
cultivation of bananas, which give quick returns, and fibre plants 
in the interior can not be raised for exportation on account of 
lack of transportation. If the time ever comes when a railroad 
is built. to tap the interior the exportation of fibre ought to be 
a business of importance. Sometimes the natives use the fibre 
for making halters, rope, etc., but generally for use in the imme- 
diate neighborhood. The most common kind of fibre is known 
here as “pita.” I have seen some samples of fibre here of a 
very fine quality. If it were possible for a competent person to 
make an investigation of the fibre plants here some of them, I 
think, would prove of a superior grade. They can not be raised 
for export until the country is provided with better transporta- 
tion facilities.

Since the production 
of sugar leaves about 200,000 tons of residual sugar cane the in- 
come to the island would amount to $1,000,000. On the other

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FOREIGN NOTES. 


The building of new mills in Norway, Sweden and Finland, 
and the great addition thereby to production, has engendered the 
feeling in some quarters that there will be a considerable falling 
off in the selling price of chemical wood pulps. Farmand (Chris- 
tiania) does not think there need be any alarm as to the future 
as the demand is rapidly increasing, not only in Norway, Sweden 
and Finland, but in the chief importing countries. 

A contemporary, which states that it has received information 
to the effect that twenty-two papermaking machines were to be 
installed in Germany, goes on to say: “The cellulose mills now 
building in Norway and the enlargement of existing mills will 
cause an increase of the Norwegian output of upwards of 50,000 
tons, the Kellner-Partington alone being responsible for an in- 
crease of some 20,000 tons, as they have decided to add 10 or 11 
new digesters to their plant. These have been ordered from 
Messrs. I. and A. Jensen og Dahl. We do not know how much 
the mills now building or planned in Sweden are calculated to 
produce, but we understand that the manufacturers reckon on a 
total increase of production in Norway and Sweden of 
about 130,000 tons in the two years, 1907 and 1908, in 
which figure is not included the 20,000 tons at Borregaard men- 
tioned above, making the total estimated addition for both coun- 
tries for these two years some 150 to 160,000 tons. Against this 
fact must, however, be placed another fact. The Norwegian and 
Swedish cellulose production has grown in the last seven years 
(including 1905) by some 240,000 tons, that is to say, from 
about 150,000 tons in 1898 to about 394,000 tons in 1905. And 
this large addition to the world’s supply has not prevented prices 
from booming higher and higher, indicating a very rapid in- 
crease in the consumption.” 

A company represented by M. Charles Ritter von Felten, in 
Vienna, is contemplating the erection of a sulphite mill at Neu- 
sohl, Hungary. The estimated cost is 1,500,000 kronen. 

A new board mill has been erected by the firm of Klein and 
Rentsch, at Bredenscheid, near Hattingen, a.d. Ruhr. 

Pulp was imported into Japan in 1905 amounting to 10,246 tons 
of the value of £107,000; 1904, 10,226 tons, £87,000; 1903, 7,218 
tons, £64,000; 1902, no quantity given, £37,000. 

On and after October next the Japanese regulations under the 
Customs Duties Law relating to the production of certificates of 
origin will be rigidly enforced, and exporters are warned that all 
goods which are not accompanied by the necessary certificates at 
the time of their clearance through the Custom House at the 
port of entry will be liable to the duties of the statutory or maxi- 
mum tariff, and not to the “conventional” or minimum rates. 

Madagascar imported paper and stationery in 1905 to the value 
of £16,905; 1904, £13,767; 1903, £15,000; 1902, £17,982; 1901, 
£18,177. 

In Saxony the mills have experienced a very busy time in 


1905, but owing to the increased cost of raw materials without a 
corresponding rise in the cost of the paper the financial results 


have not been very satisfactory. Out of 107 mills 28 have paid 
no dividend, 19 have paid from 1 to § per cent., 23 from 6 to 10 
per cent., 17 from 11 to 15 per cent., 20 from 16 to 20 per cent. 
In Roumanian paper factories the capital employed includes 
6,818,000 francs (native), there being no foreign investment. 


Constitutional Amendments Affect Mill Men. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Aupany, N. Y., August 21, 1906.—The Secretary of State is 
giving notice of several, amendments to the constitution which 
will come before the State Legislature this winter, and it be- 
hooves the people to ascertain just how the men seeking 
election or re-election to the Assembly and Senate stand on 
them. Amendment No. 1 is for a change to allow mill owners 
along the rivers in the northern part of the State to use State 


land for the purpose of storing water. This will make Section 
7, Article 7, of the State constitution read as follows: 

“The lands of the State now owned or hereafter acquired, 
constituting the forest preserve as now fixed by law, excepting 
such lands as the Legislature shall provide by law, shall neces- 
sarily be used for the storage of water for public purposes and 
the construction of dams therefor, shall be forever kept as 
wild forest lands. They shall not be leased, sold or exchanged 
or be taken by any corporation, public or private, nor shall the 
timber thereon be sold, removed or destroyed.” 

This will provide for the water storage complained of so 
much by the pulp and paper manufacturers along the Black 
river and other streams in northern and central New York. It 
will provide a water supply when the summer is a dry one 
and will keep the mills in operation. W. E. T. 


Arranging Modus Vivendi Over Labrador Boundary. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ottawa, Canada, August 21, 1906.—The Canadian and New- 
foundland Governments are preparing a modus vivendi over 
‘the Laboratory boundary, so that the lumbermen operating on 
Hamilton Inlet can continue working pending a settlement 
delimiting the territory involved in the dispute. Recent de- 
velopments have tended to alarm capitalists who contemplate 
mining and other investments in the affected region. oe 


New Box Factory for Indianapolis. 


The increase in the business of the New Castle Paper Box 
and Manufacturing Company, New Castle, Ind., has made the 
facilities of the old factory inadequate, and the plant will be 
moved to Indianapolis. A new company, the Central Folding 
Box Company, has been incorporated to take over the business, 
which will be conducted under the new name in the future. 
New machinery has been installed. The power used is elec- 
tricity, each machine being dri#en by an individual motor. The 
plans for the further development of the business are being 
put into effect. 


Paper Gas Pipes. 


An interesting employment of paper to make gas pipes is 
described as follows: “Manila paper cut in strips, of a width 
equal to the length of the pipes to be made, is put in a receiver 
filled with fused asphalt and rolled solidly and uniformly 
around a rod or core of iron until the desired thickness -is 
obtained. After the pipe thus produced has been submitted 
to strong pressure, the exterior is covered with sand and the 
whole cooled in water. The core is removed and the outer 
surface covered with a waterproof product. These pipes, it 
appears, are perfectly tight and more economical than metal 


pipes.”

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LITHOGRAPHERS STILL OUT. 


Union's President Denies The Report That the Strike Is Settled— 
There Is No Change in the Situation Over the Country This 
Week—Consumption of Paper Severely Affected. 


(fhe members of the Lithographic Union, which takes in 
Manhattan, the Bronx, Brooklyn and New Haven, and of 
which William F. Long is president, contradict the report that 
the lithographers’ strike is at an end, and that the pressmen 
should return to work. 

President Long in a statement issued yesterday says that of 
the eighty-one shops in the districts named forty-five firms 
have granted the demands of the union, which is for an eight- 
hour workday. The question of wages is not involved in the 
strike, as the men are satisfied with their pay. 

Some of the largest firms in the city are among those that 
have signed agreements for the forty-eight-hour week. One 
of the big concerns that yielded yesterday was that of George 
Schlegel, at Centre and Walker streets. 


No Trouble Over Litho’ Strike in Dayton, O. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, O., August 21, 1906.—Little or no inconvenience was 
caused the Dayton lithographic firms because of the recent strike 
for an eight hour day, and it is understood that other firms are 
recovering from the effects of the walkout to an extent, while a 
number of establishments are still running on two-thirds time. 
In Cincinnati, the greatest lithographic center in the Middle 
West, the situation was bad for a time, several hundred men hav- 
ing been affected, but the employers are gradually overcoming 
obstacles, it is said. At the outset several of the employers 
announced that they would keep their plants closed indefinitely 
rather than make concessions. The Donaldson Lithographing 
Company was one of the first to make known its intentions. 
“We are affected by this strike possibly more than any other 
shop in the country because of the large number of orders we 
have on hand which we may be unable to fill,” said W. M. Don- 
aldson, president of the company. “The trouble lies with the 
attitude of the strikers toward the apprentices. They want an 
eight hour day and we insist that with the present number of 
lithographers we must work the men more than eight hours 
to get out our orders. The rule concerning apprentices is at 
fault. It is so strict that not a sufficint number of men are per- 
mitted to learn the trade to take the places of those who die. 
Under such a condition, the eight hour day is impossible.”

The Litho’ Strike in Springfield, Mass. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 21, 1906—The National Associa- 
tion of Employing Lithographers declined at New York this 
week to grant a conference to the national officers of the 
Lithographers’, Artists’, Engravers’ and Designers’ League of 
America on the subject of the “open shop,” which has been 
declared by the association since the strike of the lithographers 
was inaugurated. In response to a letter from Emil Rust, 
national secretary of the league, President Frank A. Stecher, 
of the employing lithographers, wrote: “I have your letter of 
the 14th, which has been considered by the national executive 
committee, who beg to assure you that the open shop was 
declared for our artists that they might be enabled to work 
on conditions which would be most favorable to them. There 
- can be no retreat from this position.” 

The Brooks Bank Note Company has taken the first step to 
break the dulness of waiting, into which the lithographers’ 
strike has come, by advertising for lithographers and promis- 


ing them protection. J. L. Brooks, president of the company, 
last evening refused to discuss a rumor that the company had 
secured several lithographers. The Taber-Prang Art Com- 
pany and the Milton Bradley Company have not as yet fol- 
lowed the example set by the bank note company. There is no 
prospect of any settlement of the strike locally for some time 
to come.

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REPAIRING WATERPROOF BELTING. 


Instructions How to Do the Work With But Slight Loss of 
Time—A Cement That Will Make Strong Joints. 


(Written for THe Paper Trape JouRNAL.) 





For many years it had been the great aim and desire of 
manufacturers of leather belting, as well as others, but more 
especially the belting industry, to find a good, strong and se- 
cure cement which could be used in their business and which 
would resist damp, moisture, or wetness. They hardly hoped 
to find one with these qualities which would really resist satur- 
ation with water. But, they have to-day just such a cement 
and nearly every manufacturer of belting makes a special 
brand of waterproof belting. This waterproof brand is of 
such a good quality that it can be practically run in water 
without in any way weakening the joints of the belt. As a 
rule it is used only in the best grade of belting, as its manipu- 
lation requires much more time and care than a glue cement 
to properly make and therefore its cost is greater. A hastily 
made or cheaply made grade of waterproof belting is on that 
account a very poor investment. As it is coming into very 
general use, and as it is imperative at present to send back to 
the shop any such belts in need of repairs or else use the com- 
mon cement, in which case their moisture resisting qualities 
are gone, it is deemed proper to give a few simple instructions. 

In the first place the ingredients of the cement are generally 
kept a profound secret and some of the belt manufacturers 
even refuse to sell it to their trade, while others will sell it 
but will not give any instructions regarding how to properly 
use it, and as the customer generally adopts the same method 
as applying the hot glue the result is generally a failure. One 
firm to my knowledge puts the cement on sale in pint cans 
with instructions how to apply the same with success. 

In the first place the parts to be cemented must be scraped 
clean with a belt maker’s slicker or else a scraper made from 
an old flat file, heated, turned over at the end for half an inch 
and sharpened. When thoroughly clean rub it over with a 
piece of coarse sandpaper or a piece of old card cloth from a 
cotton mill. This brings the fibre up and gives a better sur- 
face for cementing. Next, having your cement at hand (and 
which by the way must be kept well covered when not in use, 
to avoid evaporation, and also kept away from all fire as it is 
highly inflammable), give the surface of the leather one coat 
of cement on both surfaces of the leather which are to come 
together. Let this first coat become thoroughly dry, which will 
take from 15 to 30 minutes, then apply a second coat quickly 
and place neatly together and press tightly. It must not 
be hammered, nor the surface rubbed down, as is usually done 
with hot glue cement, as any hammering or rubbing of the 
surface kills the adhesion of the cement, with the result that 
the joint comes apart in a very short time, while if done 
carefully and according to these directions the joint is as good 
and strong as any part of the belt. It is best to cement only 
a short piece at a time, letting it set fifteen minutes or more 
before removing the pressure from the joint and several hours 
before putting the belt into use. For this reason it is best to 
cement or make such repairs after shutting down at night, so 
they may set till morning, or, in the case of paper mills they 
could be done on Saturday night or Sunday morning. A pair 
of belt clamps will make an excellent press for this cement, 
or a couple of pieces of heavy plank bolted through on the 
ends can be used all right. In either case three or four thick- 
nesses Of burlap or sacking or a few sheets of paper must be 
put between the boards or clamps, so that any unevenness in 
the leather may be compensated for and the pressure be exerted 
on the whole surface. 7. 3 & 


NEWS FROM THE MILLs. 


It is reported from Mosinee, Wis., that the water power on 
the Wisconsin river at that point is to be improved and de- 
veloped. A preliminary survey of the power available has 
already been made, and if present plans are carried out, the 
power, which is a good one, will be made available for some 
industry looking for such an opportunity. 

The scarcity of pulp wood in Wisconsin is not without some 
redeeming features. For example, it permits the woodpiles to 
be thoroughly cleaned up, something that in many cases has 
not been done before for many years, the new wood each 
season being permitted to cover up some of the old. The 
stocks after this fall will all be very fresh. Although the 
woodpiles are being much reduced, the pinch, if there is to be 
one, has not yet come. Wood is being brought up the Fox 
river by the boats as fast as it arrives in rafts at Green Bay, 
but is not coming sufficiently fast to keep up with the con- 
sumption, so that the reserve piles are constantly going down. 


The Ticonderoga Machine Works, of Ticonderoga, N. Y., 
have passed into the hands of the Ticonderoga Pulp and 
Paper Company, of which C. E. Bush is treasurer and general 
manager. All building and repair work of the company will 
hereafter be done at the machine shop, which will be under 
the supervision of Superintendent T. E. Warren, Manager F. T. 
Locke having resigned. Change in the management of the 
shop will take effect the last of August. 


The repairs on the Old Berkshire Mills, at Dalton, Mass., 
are nearly completed, and the company expects to resume 
operations within a few days. The mill has been placed in a 
fine operating condition, and will be much more capable of 
handling the business that is given it.

Absorbent Papers. 


The manufacture of blotting paper, copying paper, etc., is 
comparatively expensive, for the reason that, as pursued by the 
usual methods, special and costly raw materials are used, and 
the processes employed require a greater expenditure than is 
the case with ordinary paper. 

The present invention (German Patent No. 166,657, Cl. 55f, 
granted to Christian Knab, Munchberg i. B.) is a process de- 
signed to give ordinary paper the absorbent properties of blot- 
ting paper. Any paper may be used, wrapping paper, writing 
paper, printing paper, or cardboard. 

The method is as follows: The paper is moistened on both sides 
with lukewarm soda or potash lye (30 or 40 degs.) and laid in 
layers. Paper in web form is rolled up. After being left until 
the size and other ingredients—loading materials, etc.—are more 
or less completely dissolved, it is put through a hot soap bath, 
rinsed in hot or cold water, and dried. If white paper is to be 
made out of colored, the customary chloride bath is used. 

The treatment has a different effect upon different kinds of 
paper, but in every case the paper becomes soft and absorbent, 
and certain varieties become spongy and felt-like. 

According to the statements of the inventor, old papers may 
be utilized in this way, and the cost of the process is so small 
that the product will be considerably cheaper than such papers 
are usually.

PAPER.—With only about another week of the dull season 
left, the confidence of the paper trade in the fall business is 
more general. Business usually does not show very much 
improvement until after Labor Day, which is practically the 
end of the summer vacation period. The public after that date 
begin to return to town, and business generally shows some 
signs of life. The reports of general business conditions are 
very encouraging, and the outlook for a big demand this fall 
for all classes of goods is most promising. If it is the good 
fortune of the paper trade to participate in this approaching 
prosperity, a number of grades of paper which are at present 
in a very weakened condition will no doubt improve consider- 
ably. As a result of the International Paper Company grant- 
ing its employees an eight-hour workday, it is reported officially 
that the company will make an advance in prices about Janu- 
ary I, and that it is expected that other mills will do likewise, 
making quotations more uniform. With the exception of Roof- 
ing and standard high-grade papers, the other grades are par- 
ticularly weak. In regard to the present state of the market, 
it may be said that there is some increase in the volume of 
business being received by the mills. But as for the dealers, 
their lot has not improved as yet. We quote:
